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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is the answer to the Amendment filed on October 1 , 2007, 
which paper has been placed of record in the file. 

2. Claims 38-61 are pending in this application. 

Allowable Subject Matter/Reasons for Allowance 

3. Claims 38, 46 and 54 are allowed over the prior arts cited records. 
The closest prior arts are: 

1) Moran (US 6,430,542) discloses financial planning and advice system allows 
an advisor to provide proactive, efficient service to clients. An advisor can analyze a 
clients relationship(s) with his/her family, business and pension to provide overall 
financial planning and security. The financial planning and advice system includes 
numerous innovative, coordinated features including, inter alia, demographic and 
financial data files, a Virtual Executor, a financial Simulator, an Earmarker, a 
Strategizer, and a Proposal Constructor. For example, Virtual Executor preferably 
simulates the steps required to settle a person's estate from the moment of death until 
all property, net of costs and taxes, is suitably distributed to survivors (i.e., surviving 
family members, etc.). Virtual Executor suitably determines the legal survivors of the 
decedent, and suitably transfers to financial Simulator the net amounts passing to the 
survivors. As another example, Financial Simulator not only simulates the results of 
Virtual Executor disbursement, but it also simulates the combination of the 
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disbursements and the resources already belonging to the survivors before the death 
occurred. 

2) Albright (US 6,012,043) discloses a computer implemented tool used primarily 
in financial planning which produces estimated values of needed savings levels and 
further income based on certain economic assumptions and data regarding an 
individual subject's current financial status. The tool uses decision logic. User 
preferences are taken into account. Output is presented in a unique graphical format 
that can be easily understood by customers. The software used in retirement planning is 
designed to perform financial calculations with respect to a customer's retirement 
savings and other savings plans. The calculations of the software used in retirement 
planning are based upon financial and other input data provided by the customer. The 
output of the software is a report, provided to the customer, which includes financial 
estimates and other information to help the customer evaluate the feasibility of retiring 
at a number of future retirement dates or ages. 

Therefore, it is clear from the description of Moran's and Albright's inventions that 
the prior arts do not considered the possibility o f: running a simulation wherein all 
objects hierarchically dependent upon a disabled object are, themselves, disabled, and 
calculating data, values, offsets and links for each of said object fields based upon the 
previously defined relationships between said fields of objects and said other fields of 
objects and the data, values, offsets, and links of said other fields , as included in 
claims 38, 46 and 54. 
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4. Claims (39-45), (47-53) and (55-61), are allowed because they are dependent 
claims of the allowable independent claims 38, 46 and 54 above, in that order. 



Conclusion 

5. Claims 38-61 are allowed.
